Warp Server Version 4 symmetric-multiprocessing (SMP) feature, and demonstrated it today on a four- 
way SMP system at the OS/2 Warp Server launch event. An open beta program is planned to begin in 
the second quarter of 1 996, with general availability intended for the third quarter of the year. The OS/2
